Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The amendments made to and the arguments presented for claims 53, 55, 56 and 61 
overcomes the 35 (JSC 112 second paragraph rejection of these claims. The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest: 
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filtering sensor data only when the haptic-feedback signal causes the outputting 
of haptic feedback as claimed in claim 53; 

time averaging the sensor data as claimed in claims 55 and 61; 

the filtering based on the haptic-feedback signal and on a held data value derived 
from movement without haptic-feedback as claimed in claim 56; and 

having the filter be configured to receive a command from a processor to activate 
the filter as claimed in claim 66.
